REPORT. 


MUNICIPAL BONDS. a 
The following circular letter was sent in Se to every mu- ` 
nicipality in the State: 


“The law of March 2d, 1872, chapter 68, requires each SG city and 
township clerk to make reports to the Auditor on the first day of January, 
and of July, of each year, and at such other times as the Auditor may 
request, certifying and transmitting to him a full and complete statement 
of the bonded indebtedness, of every description, of such county, city, and 
. township, particularly setting forth the nature of the bonds, and for what- 
purpose they were issued. [See sections 12 and 13 of the law.] These 
reports ought to contain an original signature of every officer who has 
signed bonds. Where such persons are no longeta in office, one of their old 
signatures may be sent. 

“The officers in many localities have failed to comply with der přovisions 
of this law. No'bonds can be registered until such a statement is reĉeived, — ` 
[See section 14.] In all cases where new bonds are voted and issued, that ` 
fact should be reported to the Auditor, with a correct description of the 
bonds. This will prevent any delay in the SE and aid in the 
negotiation of the bonds. 

“Tn the case of township bonds—since township officers have no seal — 
there should be a statement from the county clerk, attested with his seal, 
that the persons who have signed the bonds are township officers. The 
names of township officers are not reported to, and are not, officially known 
by, any officer of the State. 

“Bonds bearing the same date, for the same ‘eum, and issued to the same 
parties, may all be described in one line, as ‘No. 1 to 20, inclusive,’ or, 
‘No. 1 to No. 100, inclusive,’ ete. 

“A faithful compliance with the provisions of this law will prevent the 
recurrence of frauds, and will add to the financial credit of towns, cities and 
counties, The Auditor is required to copy these statements in a book kept 
for that purpose. This duty was not done by my predecessor, and cannot 

be properly.done until correct reports are received from local officers. 

“Section 22 of the law reads as follows: 

“<The Treasurer and Auditor of State shall annually, on the 30th day of 
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November of each year, publish a detailed statement of the business trans- 
acted by them during the preceding year, under the provisions of this act.’ 


“This provision of the law was not complied with last year. 
highest importance that it should be obeyed, but the Auditor’s report will 
have very little value unless the clerks of counties, cities and townships 
furnish him with full and accurate information. 

“Copies of this circular, postage paid, will be sent to county clerks for 


them to re-mail to the officers of every township in their counties,”

some, however, neglected, and a few refused to make any state- 
ment, though frequently asked to do so.

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This statement shows that the municipal bonds issued to build 
railroads amount to $7,550,256;* to build bridges, $1,057,550; 
for various purposes, $2,141,639; total, $10,749,445. A few 
issues of bonds included in this report are declared by the locali- 
ties issuing them to be illegal. The bonds were registered by 
my predecessor. When the Courts declare them to be illegal, a 
record of that fact will be made in this office. Bearing this fact 
in mind, it is probable that the total municipal debt in bonds 
above given is sufficiently large, although the debt of some locali- 
ties has not been fully reported. l 


The following is copied from a report made by me last winter 
to the House of Representatives : Í 

“Tt has often been reported and published that the sum of such indebted- 
ness was $50,000,000. These wild rumors in regard to the amount of Kansas 
bonds have had their origin in the knowledge of the financial condition of 
other States. In Missouri, for instance, the value of bonds registered by 
the Auditor is over $32,000,000, while the State debt is nearly $18,000,000, 
making an aggregate debt of fully $50,000,000. That State is more than 50 
years old, but much of the landeis still raw prairie; 47 Counties in Missouri 
have less than 10,000 inhabitants each, and 72 other counties in that state 
have a population of over 10,000, but less than 12,000 each. Kansas has 


` grown so rapidly in population and wealth that she has never been in danger 


\ 


of repudiating her honest debts. The money we have expended for rail- 
roads, bridges and school houses has made our State attractive to the immi- 
ant.” = 
i In July, 1873, the County debt alone, in Missouri, reached 
$21,199,948, with thirty-six Counties “to hear from.” — l 
In Ohio, the local debt is more than double that of the State 
debt, and the Governor said in his last message that the growth 
of local indebtedness is not likely to stop until a remedy is found 
either in legislative prohibition or in constitutional provisions. 
The town and city debt of Illinois is five times her State debt. 
The New York Constitutional Commission reported, in March 


last, that some of the towns in New York have been bonded, for

They have also issued bonds for various other pur- 
poses. The aggregate bonded indebtedness of the counties, cities, 
towns and villages of New York is stated by the Commission to 
be “the enormous sum of $214,344,676.” 


“The entire valuation of real and personal property of the State is 
$2,124,034,143. 

*Showing that, aside from the debt of the State and United States, the 
property of the people of this State is bonded for local purposes 104 per 
cent. of its assessed valuation. 

* By an examination of the detailed statements it will be seen that a large 
amount of town bonds were issued in 1872, showing that the practice of 
town bonding is still in progress. In addition to the amount of municipal 
indebtedness as stated above, an additional amount of bonds have been 
authorized by municipalities to the amount of $2,165,000. All of which 
will unquestionably be issued within the next three or four months. In 
addition to that a number of towns are now going through the preliminary 
process of bonding, with every indication that the municipal bonded debt 
at the close of 1873 will reach fully the aggregate amount of $225,000,000. 

“Your committee present in connection with the report a section prohibit- 
ing cities, towns and villages hereafter incurring debts beyond 10 per cent, 
of their assessed valuation, including existing indebtedness, which they 
recommend this Commission to adopt as part of the Constitution of the 
State." , 

The | ‘provisions of the Constitution, on this subject, finally 
agreed upon by the New York Commission read as follows: 


“Neither the credit nor the money of the State shall be given or loaned 
to or in aid of any association, corporation, or private undertaking. This 
section shall not, however, prevent the Legislature from making such pro- 
vision for the education and support of the blind, the deaf and dumb, and 
juvenile delinquents, as to it may seem proper. Nor shall it apply to any 
fund or property-now held or which may hereafter be held by the State for 
educational purposes. 

«No county, city, town, or village shall, hereafter, give any money or 
property, or loan its money or credit, to or in aid of any individual, associa- 
tion, or corporation, or become, directly or indirectly, the owner of stock in 
or bonds of any association or corporation, nor shall any such county, city, 
town, or village, be allowed to incur any indebtedness, except for county, 
city, town, or village purposes. This section shall not prevent such. county, 
city, town, or village from making such provision for the aid or support of 
its poor as may be authorized by law.”

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York Financier has recently published the following statement: 


* Kansas City, Missouri, has a bonded debt of about $1,200,000, and a 
population of 40,000 or $30 for each inhabitant. New York, $80,000,000—or ` 
$87 per head. Philadelphia, $62; Boston, $91; St. Louis, $45; Chicago, $50; - 
Baltimore, $49; New Orleans, $134; San Francisco, $50; Louisville, $55; 
Portland (Maine), $35; Jersey City, $73; Atlanta (Georgia), $450; Pitts- 
burg, $69; Charleston, (South Corolina), $102; Memphis, $75; Richmond, 
(Virginia), $66; Cincinnati, $31, 

“State debts are reported, with more or less exactness; but by the last cen- 
sus the aggregate State bonded debt was $324,747,959, the aggregate county 
bonded debt $157,197,873, and the aggregate town and city $269,460,661. 
Assuredly it is time to find out how we stand and how much is the total we 
owe before being restless to borrow more. The newer States must borrow, 
and it is only right that they should; only let them borrow and bond very 
carefully, never forgetting about the payment. But in the older States 
there should be a disposition cultivated to hold in check the perverse habit 
of human nature to borrow for local enterprises. The process of bonding 
is so seductive, so pleasant to manage, so profuse in dazzling promises of 
future development, and so soothing in putting aside the disagreeable sub- 
` ject of taxes and payment, that there is great danger of over-doing the business 
and working an injury which will require many years to repair and will 


indefinitely hinder the development it is intended to secure," 


Section 12, Article IX of the new Constitution of Illinois, has 
this provision: 

“No County, City, Township, school district or other.municipal Gorpora- 
tion, shall be allowed to become indebted in any manner, or for any pur- 
pose, to an amount, including existing indebtedness, in the aggregate exceed- 
ing five per centum on the value of the taxable property therein, to be 
ascertained by the last assessment for State and County taxes, previous to 
the incurring of such indebtedness. Any county, city, school or other 
municipal corporation, incurring any indebtedness, as aforesaid, shall, before 
or at the time of doing so, provide for the collection of a direct annual tax 
sufficient to pay the interest on such debt, as it falls due, and also to pay and 
discharge the principal thereof within twenty years from the time of con- 
tracting the same.” 

A constitutional provision or a law, at least as strenuous as 
this, should be enacted in this State. It should be stated that 
most of our local bonds now outstanding, were voted and issued 
before the enactment of the present law limiting bonded debts to 
ten per cent. on the value of the taxable property. 


THE BOND REGISTRATION LAW. 


Chapter 68 of the Laws of 1872 has done more harm than 
good. In my judgment, it ought to be repealed. - It facilitates 
bond-voting. It is distasteful to the people, being looked upon 
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as a means of centralizing power in the hands of the Treasurer 
and Auditor. This fear has thus far been groundless because 
the law has not been obeyed. The Treasurer is unfriendly to the 
law and shrinks from the duties it imposes upon him. I mean 
by “Treasurer,” Mr. Collins, the Chief Clerk, for the Treasurer 
has not spent a week in that office since the Legislature adjourned. 
Mr. Collins has not opened separate books for the municipal bond 
business, and sometimes returns to the Counties money sent him 
to pay interest on registered bonds. Since the suspension Af 
Gilman, Son & Co., the Treasurer has written to New York that 
“there will be no more of said interest paid through this depart- 
ment after the little remnant now with our agents (Gilman, Son 
& Co.,) is exhausted."* Sections 18 and 19 of this law are man- 
datory, providing that the State Treasurer “shall” do that which 
he now says he will not do. The duties of the Treasurer under 
this law are not pleasant or slight. Some bonds are registered 
and some are not; some bonds of the same date and issue are 
registered while some are not; but the law extends its guardian- 
ship only over registered bonds; the interest on these bonds is 
to be paid through the State Treasurer, while unregistered: bonds 
are to be paid through other channels. Perplexing complications 
may be partly avoided by disobeying the law. County Treasurers 
love it even less than the State Treasurer. It, threatens to take 
from them the custody of precious funds. 

The provision of the law which fees the Auditor, giving him a 
dollar for every bond registered, is wrong. The whole system of 


+I have been often appealed to by bond-dealers in New York to sign a statement 
(sometimes they are kind enough to write it out, just as they want it,) to the effect that 
our .law and bonds are the best ever known. It has not seemed to me to be my duty to 
write or sign any such statement. The purchaser of bonds must use his own judgment ;. 
I shall not try to bias it or to mislead him. Last year, however, the Governor, Auditor 
and Treasurer did make such statements. and they were generally published and circu- 
lated, Here is one of them, copied from a pamphlet issued by the firm which afterwards 
bought the Gregory, Cloud and Budlong bonds: 


“STATE OF KANSAS, OFFICE OF TREASURER OF STATE, 
"'TOPEKA, August 6, 1872. 


“GENTLEMEN :—In reply to your inquiries of this date, I will say, that the interest and 
principal of the bonds of counties, townships, cities, and towns, registered in the office 
of the Auditor of the State of Kansas, under and by virtue of the laws of the State, 
and for which money has been paid into the Treasurer's office, will be paid at the bank 
of Messrs. Gilman, Son & Co., in New York City, when due, or at the State Treasury at 
Topeka, Kansas, without regard to the stipulations of the bonds themselves in this 
respect. I may also say thai it appears to have been the object of the framers of the 
Act, as it certainly is my desire, to make the payment of the interest on these bonds as 
certain as it is on the bonds of the State. The machinery for collecting and disbursing 
the money to pay this interest, is precisely the same as if it were State indebtedness. I 
believe our local bonds, above mentioned, to be safe and reliable investments now, and. 
do not anticipate any difficulty that will detract from their value hereafter. 

* Very truly, yours, J. E. HAYES, Treasurer of State.” 
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fees is wrong. They often aet as bribes. Officers paid by fees 
may become extortioners, and they usually manage to deceive 
the people as to the amount of money received for their services. 
A fixed salary, known to all, is the true way to pay servants. 
Frauds have already been perpetrated under this law, and it is 
possible that they may be, in some other way, repeated. 

The following is the concluding paragraph of the report made 
by the Special Committee last winter : 

“Your Committee further find that at the time the said bonds were issued 
and registered, there were no such cities in fact in the county of Cherokee; 
State of Kansas, as Budlong, Cloud or Gregory; that said bonds were falsely 
and fraudulently issued, and that all the certificates of the city Clerks and 
Mayors of the said cities were false and fraudulent; and your Committee 
are of the opinion that the parties who procured the issuing of the said 
bonds and the registration of the same, knew them to be false and fraudu- 
lent at the time they were issued and registered; and that all the parties 
connected with the issuing of said bonds and certificates ought to be pun- 
ished to the fullest extent of the law; and your Committee respectfully 
recomménd that the bond and registration law be so amended as to render 
a | repetition of this swindle an impossibility.

The law, however, was not amended, and no attempt was made 
to punish the swindlers, A good Es ought rather to prevent 
fraud than to lead to its perpetration. The Budlong, Cloud and 
Gregory bonds were bought by a bond-dealing firm in New York 
for $68,000. It is probable that the Auditor's certificate on the 
back was the guaranty that sold those bonds. The purchasers 
have since suspended, having failed to unload Budlong. The 
disgrace of Budlong, of course, falls upon the whole State. 
Recently a similar scheme has been attempted in the case of 
unorganized counties—the issuing of bonds where there were no 
people and no property—and this time the registry law prevented 
its accomplishment. 

If the law is to stand, it-ought to be so amended as to require 
that copies of the printed notices mentioned in sections 4 and 9 
‘be sent to the Auditor when bonds are presented for registration. 
Publication in a newspaper that an election was called, and that 
an election was held, would afford almost certain proof to the 
Auditor that there had been such an election, and such an issue 
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of bonds, by the officers, and for the purpose and amount named. 

Those familiar with the operation of the Illinois registry law 
believe that act to be very much superior to our law. The object 
of both is, of course, to increase the price cities and counties 
receive for bonds by convincing purchasers that the bonds are 
genuine and that interest and principal will be promptly paid. 
That object is worth regarding. Although we have overdone 
the business of bond-voting, there is not now and never has been 
any danger of repudiation by the people of any part of Kansas. 

How good it is to borrow, is thus stated by the New York 
Financier : 

* Tt cannot be necessary to occupy even a short paragraph in stating the 
benefits of borrowing and lending, for they may be summed up by saying 
that thus the whole forces of mankind are made available, in the imperfect 
way that all human work is carried on, for the development of wealth and 
the general onward movement of civilization. The bond is the promissory 
note of corporations, municipalities and governments. Some bonds are 
found to be worthless, but many promissory notes have been found to be the 
same, and there is no more logic or sense in indiscriminate denunciation of 
bonds for that reason than in condemning individual obligations because 
many of them go unpaid. The unpaid promissory note, and the paid bond, 
go alike unmentioned and unnoticel; the unpaid bond is widely advertised, 
and the public are prone to omit inquiring into the percentage of those that 
fail to those that stand. By means of bonds, Europeans helped build up 
the Eastern States; they in turn have helped build up the Western; and 
capital has gone, taking labor with it, to the places where labor yields the 
largest attainable results, in which all mankind share in varying degrees.” 

How good it is to pay, is one of those things that the country 
is now finding out. One thousand dollars, invested at ten per 
cent. compound annual interest, for thirty years, will increase to 
$17,449; two hundred thousand dollars, (the amount a County 
usually votes to a railroad,) will increase at the same rate and 
time to $3,489,800. Bonds to the amount of $200,000, at 70 
cents on the dollar, would bring to the County $140,000. Differ- 
ence between investing and borrowing, $3,349,800. 

The Chicago Tribune recently said: 

“The Constitution of Illinois prohibits every city, town and village cor- 
poration from incurring debts on account of railroads or any other private 
enterprise. They are expressly forbidden to issue bonds, subscribe for 
stock, or make any donation whatever in aid of corporations. The necessity 
for this universal prohibition is found in the manner through which rail- 
road and other corporations have secured municipal aid. The use of money 
to secure the needed legislation from Common Councils, and the inadequate 
information and small interest in cases where the people vote on the pro-

jected subsidy, have enabled the log-rollers to carry their points without 
regard to the merits of their projects. The absurd rivalry which prevails 
among the small towns has also been an inducement at all times to mortgage 
their property beyond their resources to secure what appeared to be a local 
advantage. The only sure means of preventing these swindles and follies 
is by prohibiting them altogether. That portion of the Illinois Constitu- 
tion which does this is probably the most useful provision it contains. In ` 
the next place, the Illinois Constitution limits town, county, and city indebt- 
edness to 5 per cent. of the assessed valuation of the taxable property." 


UNORGANIZED COUNTIES VOTING BONDS. 
Chapter 72, of the Laws of 1873, has thirty sections devoted 


to giving the boundary lines of new counties, The Legislative 
longing for bonds could no longer restrain itself, and sections 91 
‘and 32 give the power of voting bonds to unorganized counties. 
An unorganized county is declared to be a municipal township. 
The general law providing for the organization of townships is 
ignored, and the attempt is made, in this County-Boundary law, 
to make new and exceptional rules for townships. 

..Section 5, Article XII, of the Constitution, reads as follows: 
“Provision shall be made by general law for the organization of 
cities, towns and villages; and their power of taxation, assess- 
ment, borrowing money, contracting debts and loaning their 
credit, shall be so restricted as to prevent the abuse of such 
power.” ] 

Bonds have actually been sent to this office, for registration, 
claiming fo be issued under this law, and purporting to be the 
bonds of “ Kingman Township, Kingman County "— that County 
` having no actual existence. The bonds were accompanied by an 
abundance of papers, but the papers did not show that any elec- 
tion had ever been held to vote the bonds, while they did show 
that, had such an election been held, it would have been illegal, 
The papers did not show that any assessment of property had 
ever been made, or that any'property existed for assessment, or 
that any taxes would be collected to pay either the principal 
or the interest of the bonds. And the law does not provide for 
the assessment and collection of taxes before or at the time of 
voting and issuing bonds. 

It is a well-known fact that Counties are organized as soon as 
they have sufficient population for that purpose. Kingman 
` County will be organized as soon as there is any necessity for its 
existence, and its actual citizens would be apt to repudiate any 
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such attempt as this to saddle them with a bonded debt "which 
was created before the county was born. 


Sections 33 and 34 of this County-Boundary law read as fol- 
lows: 
“Sec. 33. That whenever any criminal prosecution shall be commenced in 


any of the unorganized counties of the State, the State of Kansas shall be re- 


sponsible for and shall pay the costs of such prosecution to the same ex- 
tent as counties are responsible for costs in criminal cases, 

“Sec. 34. That whenever the State shall be responsible for costs in any 
criminal proceeding, a fee bill shall issue, directed to the Auditor of State, 
who shall carefully examine said bill and see that the same is correct, and 
shall thereupon issue his warrant upon the Treasurer for so much thereof 
as he may find to be authorized by law.” 

A fee bill of $158.20 has been sent here by the County Attor- 
ney of Reno county, to pay costs for the arrest and trial of the 
thieves of “two brown mares.” Section 25, Article II of the 
Constitution, provides that “No money shall be drawn from the 
Treasury except in pursuance of a specific appropriation made 
by law.” The Legislature made no appropriation to carry out 
the provisions of this County-Boundary law, and one would not 
suppose that any Legislature would open the door for such ex- 
penses from unorganized counties, or, indeed, allow such a bogus . 
law to stand unrepealed. 

The germ of the concluding sections of this law will be found 
in the Laws of 1863, page 45. That law, though probably 
unconstitutional, did not contain the dangerous provisions above 
quoted. It was repealed in 1868. 


BONDS ISSUED IN AID OF PRIVATE ENTERPRISES. 


-At the June term of the United States Circuit Court for the 
District of Kansas, Hon. John F. Dillon rendered a decision in 
the case of the National Bank of Cleveland v. the city of Iola. 
The decision as published, 9 Kan., 689, is thus summarized by 
Hon. Wm. C. Webb, the Reporter of the Supreme Court: 


t LEGISLATIVE POWER; Retrospective Laws. Wherethe Legislature can 
legally grant or confer authority to hold an election for a particuler pur- 


_ pose, it can ratify and confirm an election held for such purpose without 


such legislative authority; but the Legislature cannot do by a curative or 
retrospective act what it could not have previously authorized. 

“SPECIAL Laws; Corporate Powers. An act limited in its application to 
a single city, and a single election, and the issue of specific bonds, is 
‘manifestly a special act; and where such act undertakes to authorize such 
city to issue its bonds in aid of a manufacturing enterprise, and to levy 
and collect taxes to pay such bonds, it undertakes to confer upon such city 
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certain corporate powers. Special acts conferring corporate powers are 
forbidden by 2 1 of article 12 of the constitution of Kansas, and are void. 
[Citing and following Atchison v. Bartholow, 4 Kan., 124, and Wyandotte v. 
Wood, 5 Kan., 603.] : > ; 

“PRIVATE ENTERPRISES; Taxation in aid of, void. The Legislature can- 
not legally and constitutionally exercise the right of taxation-in such 
` manner and to such extent as to compel or coerċe the citizen to aid in the 
establishment of purely private enterprises or objects, nor for the payment 
of municipal bonds issued in aid of such private enterprises; and statutes 
enacted for such purposes are unconstitutional and void.- 

“Taxation; Object and Purposes. Taxation is a mode of raising reve- 
nue for public purposes. When it is prostituted to objects in no way con- 
nected with the public interests, it ceases to be taxation and becomes 
plunder; and the establishment of a bridge manufactory, or foundry, owned 
by private individuals, is essentially a private enterprise. 

“MUNICIPAL Bonns; Want of power to issue, Notice of, Presumed. Bonds . 
issued by a municipality in aid of strictly private enterprises, are void — 
void from the beginning, and void into whosesoever hands they may have 
come. All persons must at their peril take notice of the power of munici- 
pal corporations or officers to issue securities, and especially is this so 
where the want of power results from constitutional prohibitions or pro- - 
visions.” 

Judge Webb, in a note to this decision, gives a history of the 
legislation in the-Iola bond case, and concludes it as follows: 


“Immediately after Judge Dillon’s decision in the Jola-ease was announced, 
Hon. D. W. Wilder, Auditor of State, addressed a letter to the Topeka 
Commonwealth, in which, after referring to such decision, he says: ` 

‘Bonds of this class (those issued in aid of private enterprises,) will not 
hereafter be registered. * * * Section 11 of ch. 68, Laws of 1872, has 
this proviso: "That such bonds shall not bear interest or be negotiable until 
after the delivery and registration thereof? Of course, if not registered, they 


will not be in circulation, and the solvency and good name of our State will 
not be injured’ . 


“The Burlingame- Woollen- Mill Bonds had been registered ; and in July, 
1873, the County Treasurer of Osage county applied to the Auditor of State 
for information as to the raising of money to pay the interest ‘accrued and 
to accrue’ on said woollen-mill bonds. The Auditor referred the matter to 
Hon. A. L. Williams, Attorney-General of Kansas, and received this reply : 


* ATTORNEY GENERAL'S OFFICE, TOPEKA, July 20, 1873. 
“Hon. D. W. WILDER, Auditor of State: : 

“ DEAR SIR: In deciding the Iola Bridge Bonds, and all other bonds issued 
in aid of private enterprises, null and void, Judge Dillon merely gave voice 
to the unanimous judgment 5f the bar of this State. All bonds of this 
description are void, and money collected from the people to pay them is 
not taxation, but robbery. No officers should levy, and no person should 
pay, such a tax. Yours respectfully, A. L. WILLIAMS. 


“ Acting upon this authority the Auditor declines to certify the amount of 
interest ‘accrued and to accrue’ on such bonds, And it may be regarded

as tolerably well settled in Kansas that the validity of all municipal bonds. 
issued in aid of any mere private enterprise will be contested by tax-payers, 
if payment is attempted to be enforced, and that when contested they will 
be adjudged to be void.” * 


ASSESSMENT. 


The total assessed value of real and personal property in the 
State, as fixed by our own officers, for the year 1870, was $92,- 
528,099. The United States census for that year made the true 
value of real and personal estate in Kansas $188,892,014, or 
more than double the amount of our assessment. 

The total assessment made this year, and included in this 
Report, is $125,684,162. This sum is not very much in excess 
of the value of the railroads in Kansas, as fixed by railroad 
authority. It probably gives about one-third of the actual value 
of the property of the State. Our laws require the assessment 
of real and personal property “at its true value in money,” but 
these laws are evaded. Some counties that are growing in wealth 
and population return each year a smaller assessment roll. This 
injustice to other counties and to the State at large has become 
so glaring that vital changes in our assessment and taxation laws 
are imperatively demanded. It is not right that any class of 
men or any locality should lie and perjure itself out of its taxes, 
and throw the burden upon classes and localities.more honorable 
but less able to bear the weight. Real estate suffers most. 
severely, because it can be seen. Money and the securities 
hoarded by the wealthy are not reached by our inefficient laws. 

The following is copied from the Report made in 1871 by 
David A. Wells to the New York Legislature: 

'The laws of Pennsylvania, in common with those of New York, had in- 
deed for many years required the assessment of real property to be made 
on a basis of “actual value,” with an oath on the part of the assessors (and 
a penalty for false swearing, or neglect) that they had complied with its 
provisions; but in Philadelphia, as to-day, also, in New York, the law had 
never been executed, until 1868, when the supervision and control of the 
assessment and ‘collection of taxes in Philadelphia was intrusted to a 
commission of three officers, called the “board of revision of taxes,” who 


*The Legislature of the State has no power to pas a law authorizing a town to raise 
money either by taxation or issuing its bonds, and loan the same to private parties, to: 
enable them to erect mills and manufactories in such town, thereby to increase its. 
wealth and business, as well as the accommodation of its inhabitants. Such an object 
is entirely a private one, and in no sense entitled to be called a public use of such a 
character as to justify the imposition of taxes upon the inhabitants and property of a 
town by the vote of the majority of such town. 

'The minority of the inhabitants in such case may lawfully demand for their protec- 
tion the interposition of this court by way of injunction.—Supreme Court of Maine, 
Allen et al. vs. Inhabitants of Jay.

both understood and were determined to discharge their duties. The re- 
sults of their work were shown in the fact that in the first year the valua- 
tion of real estate advanced from $160,350,666 to $445,563,321; and of 
personal property (the descriptions of personal property liable to taxation 
in Philadelphia, as before shown, being limited), from $3,737,785 to 
$7,954,169; while the rate of taxation decreased from $4 to $1.40. The 
above facts are also further illustrated by the following table, which shows 
the valuation of real and personal property, and the rate of taxation in the 
city of Philadelphia from 1866 to 1871, inclusive:

Strangers who come to Kansas to buy property always inquire 
the rate per cent. of taxation. The low valuation of property 
creates the impression that our taxes are three times as high as 
they really are. A new system of cash valuation has been 
inaugurated in Illinois, by which the assessed valuation of prop-. 
erty has been more than doubled.* At all events, our laws 
ought to be so made and enforced as to remove inequalities in 
the burden of taxation, and to compel every portion of the com- 
munity to bear its proportionate share; while hidden capital 
should not be permitted to be concealed, and to escape its just 
responsibilities. . 

| HIGH: TAXES. 


The ‘taxes in Kansas, when compared with other States, are 
not higher than the average, though the low assessment may 
make the fact appear otherwise. But the chief burden does not 
come from the State. With proper economy ànd management,

The assessment of 1872 includes all railroad property, but that of 1873 only that por- 
tion of railroad propere which is assessed in the several counties, consisting of lands 
lots and personal property other than rolling stock. it is the duty of the State Boa 
of Equalization to assess all other property belonging to railroads, and the amount will 
ee E be not less than $150,000,000 against $25,000,000 last year, thus increasing the 

otal for 1873 in that amount.—New York Financier, Sept. 13th. 


The total assessment, for 1873, as finally determined, was $1,341,613, 046, 
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the State tax will soon be so small as to be inappreciable. Our 
heaviest burdens have not been placed upon us by extravagant 
and thoughtless State legislation, (though we have had enough 
of that,) but by our own votes on local propositions. Even our 
extravagant County organizations are not as expensive as the 
burdens whieh come from railroad bonds, bridge bonds, and 
school bonds. Some of our bridges will wear out before the 
bonds are due which we voted to build them, and some of our 
palatial school houses are wearing us out in paying for their first 
cost and for the expensive school system which they have entailed 
upon us. Most of the talk against high taxes is only self-con- 
demnation. Hence its exceeding bitterness, for we are conscious 
of our responsibility and our guilt. 


KANSAS PACIFIC LANDS NOT TAXABLE. 


Our Supreme Court decided that the lands of the Kansas 
Pacific Railway Company were taxable. A few months ago the 
Supreme Court of the United States reversed this decision. Both 
opinions are now published in the Ninth volume of Kansas Re- 
ports. However good law the last decision may be, it at present 
exempts a large body of land from taxation and extends privi- 
leges to a powerful corporation which the ordinary citizen would 
be very glad to possess. Officers of the Company say taxes will 
be paid after this year. E 


SALE OF INDIAN LAND. 


' By section 36, chapter 102, of the Laws of 1868, the Auditor 
is required to procure from the Interior Department, on or before 
the first day of May in each year, lists of Indian lands sold 
within the State, and to transmit them to the Clerks of the 
counties in which such lands lie. This is a duty which has been 
neglected for several years, on the alleged ground that the 
Department at Washington demands pay for copying such lists. 
It took three months to get an answer to my first letter — which, 
for Washington, comes near being indecent haste—but the 
necessary lists were obtained (on the payment of twenty-five dol- 
lars to the Acting Commissioner of Indian Affairs), and were at 
last forwarded to the Clerks of Wyandotte, Johnson, Miami and 
Linn counties. Next year the correspondence will begin earlier, 
in order to get the sales of this year on the next tax rolls.

The only Certificate of Indebtedness bearing my signature was 
issued last winter, on the written opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, for the salary of Judge W. R. Brown. It was drawn for 
$500, was provided for in the appropriations made by the last 
Legislature, and there is no Certificate of Indebtedness now out- 
standing. . 

The last Legislature failed to make any appropriation to pay 
Sheriffs for transporting convicts to the Penitentiary, to pay for 
arresting fugitives from justice, to pay the Railroad Assessors 
their per diem and mileage, to pay the Commissioners appointed 
to examine State Institutions, to pay for taking the census in 
counties about to be organized, and to pay the mileage and per 
diem of..members and delegates to the annual meeting of the 
State Board of Agriculture. ‘Application was made to me to 
issue Certificates of Indebtedness in most of these, and in some 
other cases. Had all these demands been granted, the amount 
of Auditor-made debt would have been very large. It was not 
deemed best to issue any Certificates whatever.

Our laws did notauthorize this Auditor-made scrip until 1868. : 
Sections 38 and 39, Chapter 102, of the laws of 1868, read as 
follows: 

“Sc. 88. Whenever legal or proper bills against the State, for services 
rendered or supplies furnished, are presented to the Auditor for adjust- 
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ment, if there is no appropriation to pay the same, or if appropriation be 
exhausted, it shall be the duty of the Auditor to audit the same, and issue 
to the claimant a certificate of indebtedness for so much as he may find to 

“Src. 39. It shall be the duty of the Auditor to register the certificate 
so issued by him, in a book provided for that purpose, giving number, 
amount, to whom and for what issued, and embrace the same in his annual 
report.” ‘ 

The Commissioners who revised the Statutes in that year did 
not include these two sections in their Report to the Legislature. 
They were added as amendments, however, during the session ; 
they passed the Senate unanimously, and the House with only 
one member, Hon. P. B. Plumb, voting in the negative. It is 
not too late to move a repeal of this provision. We have had 
enough of this kind of debt. It is of at least doubtful legality, 
while there is no doubt that it is bad policy to grant such power 
to a State officer. These pieces of paper have been treated by the 
public as evidences of a State debt, and the Lezislature has rati- 
fied these acts of the Auditor, involving nearly fifty thousand 
dollars. 

Section five of article eleven of the Constitution declares that 
a public debt can be created by the Legislature directly for two 
purposes only, “to meet extraordinary expenses,” or for “public 
improvements,” and to the extent of one million dollars only. 

This language is sufficiently clear, but our Supreme Court has 
probably settled the question beyund controversy by two decisions, 
See 4 Kan., 265; 6 Kan., 351. 

The Constitution of New York is very similar to ours in this 
respect, and the Court of Appeals has there declared that, “nei-. 
ther the Legislature, nor the officers and agents of the State, or 
all combined, can create a debt or incur an obligation for or in 
behalf of the State, except to the amount and in the manner 
provided for in the Constitution. * * * A pauper dying 
may, in form, bequeath millions, but his legatees will be none 
the richer, and those who come after him will be under no obli- 
gation to make good his bequests from their earnings. So the 
Legislature can effectually dispose of the moneys of the State 
from year to year, but appropriations in excess of such moneys 
impose no liability upon the people or obligations upon successive 
Legislatures to provide the means for their payment. The admin- 
istrative officers of the State cannot give effect to them either by 
borrowing money or incurring liabilities in other forms, for the 
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reason that the Constitution stands as an insuperable barrier to 
any debt to be created by such means.” 

The decision was made by Allen, all the Judges cencurring, in 
May of this year. 


ASSESSMENT OF RAILROADS. 

The Railroad Assessment law was passed in March, 1871. 
The records of the Boardof Assessors are required to be kept in 
the office of the Auditor. The Board is required to assess all 
railroad property “at its actual value in money.’ The law has 
been in force three years. Theassessmentof roads has been only 
a small fraction of their actual value in money. Section 10 pro- 
vides that the Secretary of the Board shall transmit to the Au- 
ditor of State the complete record of the proceedings of the 
Board, to be by the Auditor “submitted to the State Board of 
Equalization, for revision of the apportionment, as is provided 
by law for the equalization of real estate among the several 
Counties." The Secretary of State and the Auditor were anx-' 
lous to revise the railroad assessment this year, but the Attorney 
General decided, (and no doubt correctly,) that under this law, 
we had no such power. Thus the largest money interest in the 
State is exempted from the revision and equalization of its taxes 
by the State Board. i T 

The following table shows the length of each GE DE? in the 
State, and the value per mile, as fixed by the Railroad Assessors. 
The total assessed value given in the table is too large, some of 
the roads running through unorganized counties where no tax is 
levied or collected:

The Kansas Pacific escapes payment on 30.85 miles in Trego 
County, $243,715; 31 miles in; Gove County, $244,900, and. 
‘76.80 in Wallace County, $606,720; total $1,095,335, on 138.65 
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miles. I suppose the tax is now:paid on the parts of roads run- 
ning through Military Reserves, Attorney General Williams hav- 
ing decided last year that it ought to be paid. 

The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe road escapes payment on 
17.64 miles in Pawnee County, $88,200; on 24.28 miles in a tract 
of land now outside of any county, $121,400; on 38.32 in Ford 
County, $191,600; on 25.96 in Foote County, $129,800 ; on 25.91 
in Sequoyah County, $126,550; on 26.34 in Kearney County, 
$131,700 ; and on 28.65 miles in Hamilton County, $143,250 ; or 
$932,500 on 186.50 miles. | 

The railroads of Kansas are therefore assessed at $9,676,319. 

Poor's Railroad Manual, a high authority, says the railroads 
in Kansas have cost $53,258 per mile. On this estimate the 
value of the 2,062 miles of railroad in Kansas is $109,817,996, 
or more than one hundred million dollars more than the amount 
for which they are assessed. Mr. Poor is friendly to the rail- 
roads.* 

In 1872, the Illinois Senate special committee found that while 
the capital of the railroads of Illinois was $250,000,000, the 
roads were paying tax on only $25,658,784. This year the Illi- 
nois railroads are assessed $131,765,727, and the telegraph lines 
$1,238,394. This assessment is based upon the presumption that 
all property in the State has been assessed at seventy per cent. 
of its cash value. l 

Ed. R. Smith, Esq., sent the following letter to the officers 
of the various roads in the State: 

- “Topeka, Kansas, January 22, 1873. 

“GENTLEMEN: In obedience to the request of the Board of Railroad 
Assessors for the State of Kansas, I have the honor to present and submit 


for the consideration of those whom it may concern, the following resolu- 
tions, adopted at the regular meeting for 1872, of said Board of Railroad 
Assessors, to wit: 

4 Resolved, That when this Board of Assessors meet, on the’ second Tues- 
day of May, 1873, that it meet at 2 o'clock P. M. of that day, and that every 
railroad company owning or operating railroads in the State of Kansas be 
required to submit to this Board at that time a detailed and concise state- 
ment, as follows, to wit: 

“ist. The number of miles of Railroad owned or operated by them in

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said State of Kansas on the 1st day of March, 1873, and the actual value in 
money of the same. 

“2d. The number of miles of main track, together with side-track, in each 
eounty of this State, owned or operated on the 1st day of March, dm 
together with the actual value in money of the same. 

«3d. The number and estimated value of all depots, water, fuel, and 
section stations and houses upon the line of such railroad, or belonging 
thereto. 

“Ath, The number of acres of land, and estimated value thereof, owned’ 
by such railroad company, and used for railway side-tracks, stations, engine ` 
houses, turn-tables, machine shops or other buildings, used in operating or 
constructing said railroad. 

“5th. The number and estimated value of machine shops, repair shops, 
ear shops, round-houses and turn-tables, together with the location and 
value of the machinefy within the same, or that may be attached thereto. 

* 6th. The number and value of all engines, mail cars, express and bag- 
gage cars, passenger cars, box cars, cattle cars, flat and. coal cars; also, the 
number and value of hand cars, and the value of all tools and implements 
belonging to the said railroads, for the construction and repair of the same. 

“7th, All moneys, credits, bonds, and all other property, office furniture, 
safes, etc., owned by said railroad companies, within this State, on the Ist 
day of March, 1873. 

*8th. The number of miles, and average value per mile, of all telegraph 
lines owned or operated by said railroad companies on the lst of March, 
1873. 

* 9th. The gross receipts of said railroads for the year"ending December 
81st, 1872. 

* Resolved, That such statements, made by said railroad companies or 
corporations, be subscribed and sworn to by either the President, Secretary, 
Receiver or other principal officer of such railroad company. 

* Resolved, 'That the Secretary of this Board furnish a copy of these res- 
olutions to the President or General Agent of every railroad company or 
corporation owning or operating any railroad in the State of Kansas, and 
the attention of all railroad companies'and corporations owning or operat- 
ing any railroad in the State of Kansas, is called to the duties of such com- 
panies or corporations, as set forth in an act of the Legislature of the State 
of Kansas, approved March-2d, 1871. 

“ Respectfully, yours,

All the property returned by the St. Louis, Lawrence and 
Denver road is $2,150. No attempt is made to answer the ques- 
tions as they are proposed by the Board. 

Robert E. Carr makes an unsworn statement for the Junction 
City and Fort Kearney Railway. He says this road, as a rail- 
road, has no actual value. His answer to all questions after the 
second is a simple negative. - 


` 
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The valde of the property of the Central Branch road is _ 
returned as $314,883.80. The actual value of the road and the 
gross receipts are stated to be precisely the same, namely, $155,- 
699.29. This is the answer made to the first and the ninth ques- 
tions. In reply to the eighth question, it is stated that there 
are one hundred miles of telegraph line, but no value is given 
to it. 

All the property returned by the St. Louis, Lawrence and 
Denver Railroad, from Lawrence to Carbondale, 30.60 miles, is 
$19,825. No attempt is made to answer the questions as they 
are proposed by the Board. 

The Atchison and Nebraska road returns its property in Kansas 
as amounting to $233,989. No value is fixed upon the telegraph. 

The Secretary of the Saint Joseph and Denver City Railroad 
Company refuses to give the value of the road, in answer to the 
first question. The same course is taken by the Secretary of 
the Kansas Central road. Aiso by the Secretary of the Missouri 
River road. Also by the Treasurer of the Leavenworth, Atchison 
and Northwestern road. 

Chas. B. Peck, Acting Superintendent of the Lezvenworth, 
Lawrence and Galveston road, answers all the questions, includ- 
ing even the value of the telegraph line. The property of the 
road amounts to $921,851. 

Geo. E. Pitkin, Acting Auditor of the Missouri River, Fort 
Scott and Gulf road, answers all questions. The value of the ` 
road in Kansas is given as $755,704.50. 

'The statement of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas road is com- 
plete except that no value is placed upon its telegraph line. The 
Company has 252.98 miles of road in the State, and the.value 
of its property is fixed at $1,6022,798.45. f 

The Superintendent of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
road says: “The actual value of the property in money we take 
to be, in general, whatever it may be worth as an investment.” 
He fixes upon $2,600,000 as the cash value of 496.16 me of 
road. The value of the telegraph is omitted. 

The Auditor of the Kansas Pacific road answers all questions, 
including the value of telegraph lines. The total value of its 
476.55 miles of road in the State, and other property, is placed 
at $2,377,680.* 


* On the first of November the Kansas Pacific Railroad Company defaulted on its 
semi-annual interest. The New York Financial Chronicle, of Nov. 15th, calls this

Poor’s Manual does not give the cost of the roads omitted in 
the above list. The lease of the Missouri River road to the 
Missouri Pacific is $60,000 a year; of the Leavenworth, Atchi- 
son & Northwestern, the lease is $42,500 a year. Nearly all of 
these roads received a subsidy in lands, and some in money, and 
lands. Government lands, State lands, and Indian lands, have 
been granted to railroads in this State. In fact, we have some- 
times given them bonds. The railroads are our spoiled children. 
After receiving these presents, and being petted; they have as- 
sumed the management of the family.*

default “certainly one of the most remarkable of any Company on the list." The other 
Kansas Companies now in default for non-payment of interest on their bonded debt are 
the Atchison and Nebraska, the Leavenworth, Lawrence and Galveston, (including the 
Kansas City and Santa Fe,) the St. Joseph and Denver, and the Union Pacific, Central 
Branch. The Chronicle says: 


* For the purpose of showing all the railroads in the United States whicli are now in 
default for non-payment of interest on their bonds, and also the total amount of the 
bonds so neglected, we have prepared with much care the table presented below. It 
appears from the figures thus compiled that the sum total of railroad bonds on which 
interest is now overdue and unpaid amounts to $217,959,311, and although these figures, 
from the nature of the case, may not be absolutely correct, they are certainly very 
nearly so, and are about as exact as such statement can be made. Taking the whole 
amount of railroad bonds issued and now outstanding in this country to be $1,700,000,- 
000, which is the best estimate that can be formed, it appears that the amount now in 
default is about 13 per cent. of the whole bonded debt of railroads in the United States. 
It should be clearly understood that our table below does not include roads which have 
already been sold out under foreclosure and passed into new hands, nor those roads 
whieh have,recently been embarrassed in their finances, but whose interest has not 
since fallen due, and are therefore not now in default." 


It is usual for Kansas Railroads to plead poverty. To show that the Kansas Pacific is 
not in absolutely destitute circumstances, I quote the following from its defaulting cir- 
cular of November first: i 

“The Company has large assets, besides a land grant of more than 5,500,000 acres of 
land, the proceeds of which, when realized, will pay the largest part, if not the whole, 
of the bonded debt, before the same matures, and by which it is provided with a sink- 


ing fund that, in proportion toits bonded debt, is probably larger than that of any other 
railroad in the United States." :

It seems to me to be true that a land-grant road which does not 
pay taxes on its land, and does not pay interest on its own bonds, 
but does collect interest on the bonds given to it, is, for hard 
times, doing tolerably well. Such a road ought to have a future.

tion, the following statements are copied from Vernon’s American Railroad: Manual, 
published in the autumn of 1873. It is a railroad authority. I have taken the language 
of the Manual, although its statements are not all given in full. 

ST. L., L. & DENVER.—The road from Pleasant Hill to Lawrence, 61 miles, was built 
under coneurrenít acts of the Legislatures of Missouri and Kansas, and was leased upon 
eompletion to the [Missouri] Pacific Railroad Company, the terms of rental being that 
the lessees should pay at any rate a sum equal to the interest on the bonded debt, 
$75,000. and in addition a percentage of all earnings over and above the interest and oper- 
ating expenses. The lease was assigned and transferred to the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad Company in 1872. 

MISSOURI RIVER.—Terms of lease: $50,000 per annum from 1866 to 1871, $60,000 per 
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however, not from philanthropic motives, because they loved the 
people of Kansas, but solely to make money. It was a business 
transaction. We are to treat it in that way; fairly, honorably, 
without malice, and also without any sentimentality whatever. 
Any exorbitant or unjust taxationof therailroads will inevitably 
react upon us in excessive fares and freights. Honest and intel- 
ligent men have demanded the repeal of the railroad assessment, 
law ever since its enactment. All that they ask is that railway 
cars and road wagons, T rails and hardware, station houses and 
dwelling houses, be governed by one and the same law in assess- 
ment and taxation. If the railroad men have made a foolish in- 
vestment, so have many other men in other lines of business. If 
they cannot pay their taxes they are no worse off than many of 
us who have been in the same unfortunate condition, and who 
have paid our fifty per cent. penalty to the dealers in tax titles. 
But if this law is allowed to stand, then we need another Board 
of Railroad Assessors. There are street railroads in Leaven- 
worth and Lawrence, and it is reported that they don’t pay. Let 
them be exempted from taxation.* d

KANSAS CENTRAL.—The road has at present been constructed as far as Holton (56 
miles) at a cost, including equipment and real estate, of $850,948. According to this 
statement the average cost-per mile is $14,820. ` * 

KANSAS PACIFIC.— Relative to the land department,it may be stated that thegrant 
amounts in the aggregate to nearly 7,000,000 acres, and thát from present appearances 
the money procured from the sale of these lands will amount to a sum fully equal tothe 
whole bonded debt of the company (exclusive of the Government subsidy). The 
average cost per mile of construction and equipment has been about $52,278, or an 
aggregate total of $35,183,274; and the average is not high. 

LAWRENCE & SOUTHWESTERN.— The total liabilities, in the shape of stock and 
debt, are $1,144,000. The average cost per mile is $35,750. 

L. L.& G.— No report published in 1878. Capital stock, $5,000,000; funded debt, 
$5,880,000; total liabilities, $10,880,000. The land grant embraces about 800,000 acres. 
These lands are sold at prices ranging from $6 to $9 per acre. 

M. R., FT. S. & G.— Total liabilities, $12,894,000,— cost of the road. Granted 2,350,000 
acres of land. :

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WHAT WE PAY AND WHAT WE GET. 

Some idea of the way the State of Kansas is now robbing the 
railway companies can be formed from this nice little “sum in 
Arithmetie:" The railroads pre assessed at $9 ,676, 319. This 
amount, at a tax-rate of three and one-half per cent., which is 
high enough, will bring to the people a revenue of $338,671.16. 
We have given the SE SEH bonds amounting to $7,550,256. 
‘The interest we pay them on these bonds is probably as high as 
eight per cent. Some of the older bonds have a less rate; some 
have interest payable in gold; but nearly all the new bonds are 
at ten per cent., payable semi-annually. Our bonds, at eight per 
cent., yield the railroads an annual revenue of $604,020.48. In 
other words, we pay the railroads in interest $265,349.32 more 
than we receive from them in taxes. The principal is also to 
be paid. Is this robbing the railroads? 


PRICE RAID COMMISSION. 

The Commissioners detailed from the army, under the act of 
Congress of February 2, 1871, to audit the Price Raid claims, 
reported $337,054.38 due the State of Kansas from the United 
States, classified as follows:

' The Treasurer did not«follow the E made by the United 
States Commissioners, as will be seen by the above statement. 
He also paid the scrip issued for the Curtis expedition against 
the Indians, although it was not allowed by Congress. Individual 
speculators may get rich out of appropriations disbursed in this 
way, but it is not probable that Price Raid soldiers or the masses- 


of the people get any substantial benefits out of them. It is a’ - 


demoralization fund. 


NEW PRICE RAID LAW. 


Chapter 104 of the Laws of 1873 created a new Commission - 


to audit and allow Price Raid and Military claims. The follow- 
ing.is a copy of the Record of the Commission: 


“On Tuesday, March 18th, 1873, the Treasurer of State, J. E. . Hayes, 
and the Auditor of State, D. W. Wilder, met in the office of the Auditor, 
at Topeka, to receive claims, in pursuance of the foregoing law. Hon. A. 
L. Williams, Attorney-General, was present and gave it as-his opinion that 
the law authorized the Commission to pay out the consolidated military 
fund. .All the testimony was received in writing. The claims.allowed 
were those of S. M. Strickler, $1,498.50, A. W. Callen, $1,559.25, V. B. 


Osborne, $168.75, and Frederick West, in part, $273.50; total, $3,500. ' 


These persons made vouchers, and received warrants from the Auditor for 
the amounts named. 
“TOPEKA, July 23, 1873. 

“J. E. Hayes and D. W. Wilder, Commissioners, met in the Auditor's 
office. 

“Claim of Lt. Col. J. C. Hemingray, A. D. C. to Gov. Carney, examined. 
He was allowed $98.60 for services, in the Price Raid. 

“Papers of Co. B., Capt. Robert Little, 22d regiment, Col. J. P. Taylor, 
Brown County, examined, Claim of officers and men for thirty days’ ser- 
vice allowed. 

*Claim of Wm. Gans, Johnson County, for hay, examined, and he was 
allowed $546. 

* Claim of J ohn H. Howard, , J efferson County, for use of horses and 
wagon, allowed 


THE MORTGAGE AND THE “DEBENTURE” LAWS. 


The act exempting mortgages from taxation, and the “ deben- 
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ture” law were both enacted by the last Legislature. A third and 
kindred measure, House Bill No. 115, “An act to authorize the 
making of deeds of trust to secure the payment of money,” &c., 
passed the House, but did not become a law. On the 13th of 
March, a few days after the adjournment of the Legislature, I 
addressed a- letter to Hon, A. L. Williams, Attorney-General, 
asking his opinion as to the constitutionality of the act “ exempt- 
ing mortgages and other securities from taxation." His reply, 
giving his reasons for declaring the law unconstitutional, I mailed 
te every County Clerk in the State. 


The “debenture” law is Chapter 71 of the Laws of 1873, and 
is entitled * An act to provide for the Incorporation of Savings 
and Trust Companies.” It is a more pernicious statute than the 
law just named, inasmuch as its tendency would be to bring dis- 
credit and dishonor upon our State in other States, while the 
mortgage exemption law exercised its baleful influence at home 
only. Sections 12 and 18 of this law read as follows: 


“Src. 12. Such company may deposit with the Treasurer of the State, notes 
or bonds secured by mortgages or deeds of trust, which mortgages or deeds 
of trust shall be first liens upon real estate worth at least double the amount 
Jeaned thereon, and the Treasurer of State with his sureties shall be re- 
sponsible for the safe keeping thereof, and the said Treasurer shall give a 
receipt therefor in duplicate, one to the company so depositing, and one to 
the State Auditor, showing the kind and amount of such securities so 
deposited, and a complete abstract thereof; and said Treasurer shall only 
deliver such securities or coupons attached thereto upon the written order of 
the State Auditor. For each mortgage or deed of trust so deposited, the 
‘Treasurer shall be entitled to a fee of one dollar. 


“Src. 13. Whenever any such company shall deposit with the State 
Treasurer securities, as provided in section 12 of this act, it shall be thë duty 
of the State Auditor to issue to said company registered debentures of such 
amounts as said company may require; such debentures to bear upon their 
faces the words, ‘This debenture is secured by pledge of bonds and notes 
secured by mortgage or deed of trust, first liens upon real estate, with the 
seal of his office, and countersigned by the State Auditor, or his authorized 
deputy ; for each debenture so issued the Auditor shall be entitled to a fee 
of one dollar; but no debenture so issued shall exceed in amount a rate of 
interest the amount and rate of interest of the mortgage or deed of trust 
deposited to secure the same. Such securities shall be held by the Treasurer 
as security for the holders of said debentures, and for no other purpose; but 
said company shall be allowed to collect the interest on its securities so 
deposited, and from time to time to withdraw any such securities, or change 
the same, on replacing other securities of like value and kind to those 
withdrawn; and on payment of said debentures and their return to the 
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Auditor for cancellation, said company shall be credited with the amount 
so cancelled.” _ li 
Several attempts were made to put in motion this machine for 


the manufacture of bogus State bonds, or “debentures,” but I ` 


refused to act under the law. As soon as the press and people 
learned the infamous provisions of the statute, it was generally 
and vigorously denounced. It ought to be immediately wiped 
out. i ‘ 


THE PRICE RAID FUND. - 


On the 24th of February I learned that my predecessor, A. 
Thoman, had presented to the Treasurer Price Raid warrants, 
and drawn from the Treasury, without powers of attorney or 
any written authority, about $4,000. I immediately informed 
the Governor, and Hon. Andrew Ely, of the Senate, and Hon. 
Samuel K. Cross, of the House. Messrs. Ely and Cross were 
members of the committee appointed to investigate State officers. 
On the 26th of February, Senators Butler and J. C. Wilson, and 
Hon. G. W. Veale, of the House, members of the same com- 
mittee, visited the Treasurer’s and the Auditor’s offices, and 
found the facts to be as above stated. Very soon the Legislature 
adjourned. On the 14th of March, Col. Veale told me that the 
closing hours of the session were so crowded with~ business that 
no report could well be made by the committee; that J. M. 
Spencer, Thoman’s attorney, admitted to him, Col. Veále, that 
Thoman had the Price Raid money, about $4,000, and drew it 
without authority; that Thoman was willing to pay it over, and 
to do anything to have the matter hushed up; that Thoman was 
out of office, and the committee could not touch him. There the 
- mattér rested, except that these facts were given to several 
editors for publication. ^ 

Below is a list of the names of persons and the amounts of 
money drawn. The sum is probably about $500 too large, that. 
amount having presumably been sent to the owners after draw- 
ing it. The whole $4,550.51 was drawn, however, without 
authority. The list of persons who have been robbed is made 
publie in order that each and all of them may know that their 
money has been drawn from the Treasury, and who should be 
held for it. Most of the money was obtained in September and 
October, 1872. This little transaction may, perhaps, serve to 
illustrate, in a slight and feeble way, the rottenness of some 
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departments of our State affairs.

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Section 46, Chapter 102, of -the Laws of 1868, reads as 
follows: 

“When any warrant shall be presented to the Treasurer for redemption, 
and there shall be no funds therein appropriated for that purpose, the 
"Treasurer shall endorse thereon the date of its presentation with his signa- 
ture thereto, and such warrant shall thereafter bedr interest at the rate of 
seven per cent. per annum. Whenever there shall be funds in the treasury 
for the redemption of warrants so presented and endorsed, the Treasurer 
Shall give notice of the fact in some newspaper published at the seat of 
government, and at the expiration of thirty days after the date of such 
notice the interest on such warrants shall cease." 

One warrant, dated April 3d, 1868, and one, dated February 
5th, 1869, have been recently paid by the Treasurer, and returned 
with others to this office. These warrants were drawn for $460, 
and the interest paid on them was $132.86, or more than one- $ 
third the principal® Unpaid State scrip, five and one-half years 
old, is of course very rare, but in a large majority of cases we . 
have been paying interest on paper which would have ceased to 
draw interest had the law been obeyed. 

Of one package of 275 warrants, turned over to this office in. ° 
April, all but one had been presented to the Treasurer for pay- 
ment, “but not paid for want of funds,” and on all but that one 
piece interest had of course been paid. Sometimes they have 


drawn interest for more > than a year, but usually for E a few 
months. 


Another package, returned before I came into office, contained 
186 warrants, and only fifteen of these had been paid when 
presented. Two of the fortunate fifteen are for a State officer, 
and three of them srefor an officer of the Supreme Court. I am 
inclined to believe that persons occupying offices in this building 
get their paper cashed more readily than outsiders. Andy John- 
son lost money with Jay-Cooke, but President Grant didn't. ' 
These warrants were drawn in 1872. “Presented but not paid 
for want of funds" is found on the backs of warrants in this 

` package, bearing the following dates: May 14, 15, 17, 18, 20, 21, 
28, 24, 25, 27, 29, 31; June 9, 4, 8, 11, 13; 14, 15, 18, 20, 22, 96, 
27; July 2, 4, 8, 9, 11, 12, 18, 16, 19, 23, 24, 25, 30. There is 
a similar record for August and September. It is fair to pre- 
sgume-that there were some Sundays in that year, and also some 
days when no warrants were issued. By looking at the Treas- 
urer’s Protest Report, you will see that he was receiving money 
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on a great many of these days when-he had no funds. Did the 
man who was putting money into the Treasury never encounter 
the man who wanted to take money out? Was it known to the 
few that money would be paid on a certain day? 

In looking over these pieces of paper and reading the blue 
stamp on the back, “Presented but not paid for want of funds,” 
one gets the impression that Kansas has been in a constant state 
of bankruptcy, and that no man here has ever paid any taxes. 
My belief, however, is that the words “for want of funds” have 
not always been truthful. Money has been used to speeulate 
with, in the banks here and elsewhere, which ought to have been 
in the Treasury. The disgrace of paying interest on State war- 
‘rants ought to have been stopped years ago. It was not stopped 
until this year. A sufficient revenue might have been raised to 
meet the various appropriations, and the imprisonment of a State 
financial officer would have put an end to disobedience of the 
Jaw, perjury and stealing. 

In many States there is a strong sympathy between Auditors 
and Treasurers. They have such confidence in each other that 
they add and divide in silence, and place their plunder where it - 
will do the most good. These little familiarities in public inter- 
course are serene and touching, and are calculated to awaken the 
tenderest emotions of our sordid natures. 


BROKEN PROMISES.

This money was not only a total loss to the State, but a dis- 
graceful loss. It proves incapacity in the governing power. It 
is a confession of incompetency in the men who made and who 
„administered the laws. And we have all suffered by it. We 
paid for our labor and materials in depreciated paper and we got 
poor work and poor goods for-our shinplasters, ‘besides allowing 
speculators in and out of office to dupe us and rob us. 


Í 
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If our public money is placed with money-changers by the 
Treasurer, with the connivance of the Auditor, those guilty offi- 
cers will become the slaves of the bankers. He is the master 
who holds the unlawful secret. During the Panic in September, 
word was sent to me by a Topeka banker that “it would be better 
not be about the office a great deal until after Tuesday.” That 
has undoubtedly been the rule heretofore when the banks needed 
the public money. The Auditor has not called upon the Treas- 


urer for it. It is not easy to break in upon a system long estab- 


lished, destroy it and replace it by a new and good one. But it 
is not fit that we should longer endure the shame of the present 
financial fashion. Through the experience of other States, as 
expressed in their Statutes, we ought to be able to secure at least 
as good a system as they have, and our Legislature has no more 
important duty to attend to. E

Section 44, Chapter 102, of the Laws of 1868, declares that 
“The Treasurer shall be required to keep safely in the State 
Treasury, without loaning, using or deposifing in banks or else: - 
where, all public moneys of whatsoever character, paid into such 
Treasury, or otherwise, and at any time placed in his possession 
and custody, till the same is ordered by the proper department or 
officer of the State government to be transferred or paid out 
according to law.” 

The amount of money in New York, $114,878.67, was unlaw- 
fully there, except, perhaps, a very small sum due on municipal 
bonds. No interest is due on State bonds in May. Only $701,- 
745 of our State bonds are now outstanding—-the remainder 
being owned by the State. The annual interest on this sum is 
less than $50,000; semi-annual, less than $25,000.* 

The sum of $29,492.01 was found to be in different banks in 
this State. "Total amount with Gilman, Son & Co., New York,. 
and in Kansas banks, $124,370.68.] The law declares this use 
of State money to be a high crime and misdemeanor. 

This state of affairs has continued since 1871, when the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted by the House of Representatives: 
[House Coneurrent Resolution No 35.] 

“WHEREAS, the State Treasurer exhibits as assets of the State sundry cer: 
tifieates of deposit, checks and drafts, and amounting to $208,000, which

* The amount actually paid in interest on State bonds, in 1873, has been $93,403. The 
Sinking Fund and Permanent School Fund hold bonds on which the interest amounts 
to $45,728. The amount, then, really paid, outside of these funds, and outside of the 
State, was only $47,675 — for the whole year.

At the expiration of the term of fifteen days, the books are 
returned here, and for the balance of the year all payments on account of interest are 
made here.

After the examination in May, I called the attention of the ` 


Governor and Secretary of State to the Treasufer's manifest 
violation of law, and to our duty in the case. The Governor 
wrote a letter to the Treasurer which seemed to me to be very 
mild and lenient. It was signed by the Governor, Secretary and. 
Auditor. The Treasurer did not answer the letter. Later there 
was a delay of some weeks in turning over the school money to 
County Superintendents, without any valid excuse, and with the 
Treasurer constantly absent from his post. 

Jn September I again called the Governor's attention to this 
state of affairs. He then wrote the following letter, which we: 
both signed: uu 


“TOPEKA, Sept. 20, 1873. 
“Hon. J. E. Haves, Treasurer: I find that there is still on deposit with 
you New York bankers a much larger amount of money belonging to the 
State than there can be any justification or even excuse for. In a conver~ 
sation which I had with Mr. Collins, some two or three weeks since, l urged 
upon him the necessity of a reduction of this deposit. There are now no 
maturing coupons to pay, that I am aware of, and I am unable to see the 
_ necessity for keeping in a bank in New York $70,000 of State funds. 
“THOMAS A. OSBORN, Governor.

Ten days after this, Mr. Collins showed me that considerable 
amounts of money had been drawn from New York, chiefly in 
favor of Topeka bankers—which only brought the violation of 
law nearer home. Mr. Collins said he had written a letter to the 
Governor. I did not seeit. The Treasurer did not make any 
answer whatever. 


On the fourth" Monday in November, Mr. McFadden began:

A sealed package, marked “E. S. Stover,” “Private,” “Valuable Papers,” 
remains on deposit in the Treasurer’s office. Contents unknown. 

There are no changes in statement of bonds since last examination, except 
recent purchases for the sinking fund and permanent school fund. 


This statement shows that $120,043.67 of the public money is

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in banks in New York and Kansas. It is the same old story — 
the finding “in the Treasury, in lieu of ‘money, checks, drafts 


" and certificates of deposit." (See House Journal of 1871, 


p. 951.) 

There have been a half-dozen investigations of Auditors and 
Treasurers since the removal of an Auditor by impeachment. 
The last-named case was, to so great an extent, the result of a 
partisan feud that it has not served as a warning—and, indeed, 
was not intended to do so. Legislative committees make exam- 
inations of officers, find and report violations of law, and there 
the matter ends. I shall probably be censured for the plain 
talk in this Report—rather for that than because the Report 
ends in talk. It may be, however, that once in thirteen years a 
little frankness will do no harm. If the other plan is better, 
then we can have twelve more years of silence after this. 


PREVENTION BY PUBLICITY. 


“An act to restrain State and county officers from speculating 
in their offices,” has been in force since March 8th, 1867. The 
provisions of this law are constantly violated, and yet there has 


_probably never been any attempt made to secure convictions 


under it. County and State Treasurers are men of influence; 
no one cares to gain their enmity and the ill-will of the bankers 
who operate with them, by appearing against them in court. 
The result is that there are frequent defalcations in cities and coun- 
ties, and investigations and whitewash in the State, while the law 
continues to be violated and the people robbed. Conviction and 
punishment do not follow a guilt which is universally confessed. 
The true remedy I believe to be a frequent newspaper publication 


of receipts and expenditures,— prevention by publicity. This is - 


the motive of the best statutes on this subject.* 

The law-makers for Leavenworth county have discovered and 
applied this remedy, and I suggest its extension to all other 
counties, and to city and State officers. Section 3, of an act 
approved February 18th, 1871, reads as follows: 

“The County Treasurer of said county shall keep a separate account of 


the money collected for each of the funds hereinbefore provided for, charging 
himself with the amount received for each fund, and ‘giving himself credit 


* SEC. 49. At the expiration of each month, the Treasurer shall prepare an exhibit show- 
ing the banks and places in which moneys of the State have been kept or deposited 
during the past month, and the amount in each at the time df such exhibit, and file it 
in the office of the Secretary of State, to be open to publie Inspection, Revised 
of Maine, 1871, p. 70. ^ - ' . d s : 
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for the orders or coupons paid out of each fund, and he shall also publish om. 
the first Monday of each month in the newspaper in which the County printing: 
is done, a statement of the amount of money on hand belonging to each 
specific fund, the amount paid out during the preceding month, and out of 
which fund said amounts have been paid." 

This might save the expense and disgrace of investigations, 
defalcations, and partisan whitewash. 

By a law published March 14th, 1872, a County Auditor was 
provided for Leavenworth County. This officer is appointed by 
the District Judge, and confirmed by the County Commissioners 
—a new method in our State, but undoubtedly an improvement 
over a political appointment by the Governor, or a caucus selec- 
tion by the people. It may be remarked here that the new con- 
stitutional movements in Illinois, New York, Pennsylvania, and 
elsewhere, take power away from the people; just as the people 
of our own State are now wisely asking for permission to tie 
their own hands on the subject of bond-voting. The experiment 
is new in Leavenworth County, and it is too soon to see how it 
works, but it might be well to have one financial officer of .the 
State, and one in each city and county, who held his office by a. 
tenure unlike that of his associates. It might afford a salutary 
check to the prevailing policy of addition, division and silence. 

“The County Auditor is required to make monthly reports, and 
an annual report. Here are two sections of this law: 

“Src. 9. The Auditor shall cause to be published in the paper in which ‘the 
County printing is done, an abstract of his monthly reports, showing gen- 
erally the amounts allowed, to whom and on what account, and specifying 
each amount over ten dollars. 

- “Sec. 12. The claims allowed by the Board shall be paid in the order of 
their allowance, and the Treasurer of the County shall publish a bulletin 
: monthly, in his office, of the amount of cash on hand to redeem the orders 
according to their priority of date, and the orders shall be redeemed accord- 
ingly.” 

A PUBLIC DEPOSITORY. 

Another Leavenworth County law was so good that it was not 
allowed to take immediate effect, and there is danger that it will 
be repealed before it applies to the Treasurer at all. The act 
was approved March 1, 1872. I quote the whole of the second 
section : 

“Src. 2. The County Treasurer shall receive an annual salary of four 
thousand dollars, payable quarterly on the order of the County Board, like 
other claims or salaries, which sum shall be in full for all services-rendered’ 
by said Treasurer or his deputies; said Treasurer shall deposit daily all publie. 
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money in some responsible bank, to be designated by the Board of County 
Commissioners, in the name of such Treasurer as such officer, which bank 
shall pay such interest on average balances as may be agreed upon by the 
Board of County Commissioners; and such bank shall credit the same 
monthly to the account of said Treasurer; and before making such deposits 
the said Board shall take from such bank a good and sufficient bond in the 
sum equal to the largest approximate amount that may be deposited at any 
one time, conditioned that such deposits shall be promptly paid on the 
check or draft of the Treasurer of said- county; and such bank shall, on the 
first Monday of each month, file with the County Clerk a statement of the 
amount of money on hand during the previous month, and the amount of 
interest accruing thereon to said date." 


The same principle is embodied in the act of March 2, 1871, 
which requires that all the funds of the State Penitentiary “shall 
be deposited in such banking institution as the Board of Directors 
may select." Probably the Board do not select any. 
By the general law (Statutes of 1868, page 981), the State 
Treasurer is “required to keep safely in the State Treasury, 
without loaning, using or depositing in banks or elsewhere, all 
public moneys of whatsoever character, paid into such Treasury." 
That is the general law. The universal practice is the other 
way. In Indiana, a State Treasurer deposited the public funds 
in a bank, drew interest on the money, and stole it. The State 
brought an action against the publie thief, and recovered the 
public interest money. In Kansas, instead of drawing interest 
on our own money, we pay interese on our own paper, and we 
quietly permit our publie officers to disgrace and insult us by 
trampling the laws under their feet. Ten thousand or twenty 
thousand dollars we could afford to pay as the salary of a Treas- 
urer, and could probably save interest money by so doing, but 
` we cannot afford to be disgraced in the future as we have been in 
the past. A big salary will not make a thief honest, but a really 
comfortable salary may make an honorable man really comforta- 
ble, and place his soul and pocket-book beyond temptation. 
And it may not. The doctors disagree. The present City 
Treasurer of Chicago has paid into the City Treasury $130,829, 
received from the banks as interest on city deposits, There is no , 
law requiring the Treasurer to turn this money over to the public, 4 
and this amount of interest is greater than all the former Treas- 
urers of that city have so turned over. 

The people tolerate speculation in public funds on the ground 
that Treasurers give good bonds mt are responsible. This 


i 
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seems to be the average public sentiment on this question in all 
parts of the land, and it is understood that a Treasurer shall get 
rich by holding his place one or two terms. When there is a 
default, the bondsmen can pay. If this course is desirable in 
Kansas, let us stop double-dealing and openly advocate what is 
now tacitly admitted. 

On the 16th of February, 1871, the following bill, introduced 
by Hon. Thos. P. Fenlon, passed the House by a vote of. 50 to 11: 


* SECTION 1. The Governor of the State is hereby authorized to designate 
two banks within the State, one of which shall be at the city of Topeka, 
and the other at the city of Leavenworth, with which the Treasurer shall 
be authorized and required to deposit all money, except the school fund and 
sinking fund, received by him or in his possession, belonging to the State, 
in as nearly equal proportions as practicable: Provided, however, Such 
banks so designated by the Governor shall be required, before they shall be 
authorized to receive any such deposit, to give a penal-bond with such 
security as shall be approved by the Governor, in double the amount of the 
largest sum it would be probable such bank would have on deposit at any 
one time, conditioned that such bank should be ever ready to cash every 
draft or check drawn by the Treasurer of State against any sum the State 
may have on deposit in such banks; and such Treasurer is hereby author- 
ized to draw his check or order upon either of the banks so designated for 
any amount therein deposited in payment of any and all legal claims he is 
authorized to pay. 

“Src. 2. The banks so designated shall be required to pay to the State 
a sum not less than four per centum per annum for the use of the average 
amount of deposits, which said average amount of deposits shall be com- 
puted by the State Treasurer, ang shall be made a part of his annual report, ) 
and such banks shall be required without premium to furnish to the Treas- 
urer for his draft or check, an amount of New York exchange sufficient to 
pay interest on the bonds of the State, and for such other purposes as shall 
be required by law: Provided, That no funds shall in any way be sent to 
New York to pay the liabilities of the State until within fifteen days prior 
to the maturity of the same. 

“Src, 3. The amount of interest arising from such deposits shall annually 
be placed to the credit of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, and 
shall be by him added to the amount of tax raised by the State for the sup- 
port of common schools, and shall be disbursed as the law now requires 
him to disburse other moneys for the support of common schools. 

«Sgc. 4. County Treasurers and all other persons paying money to the 
State Treasurer shall be required to make payment with certificate of deposit, 
accepted draft, or a check upon one of the banks with which the Treasurer 
shall be authorized to transact the business of the State under the E 
of this act, or in legal currency of the United States, 

«Src. 5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act are hereby 
repealed.” 
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This bill did not pass the Senate and did not become a law. 
By the first section, two funds are still left in the Treasurer’s 
hands. 


INTEREST ON MUNICIPAL BONDS. 
The interest on $10,749,445, outstanding in municipal bonds, 
cannot be far from $1,000,000. Under, the bond registration 
law, a large part of this sum would pass through the hands of 
the State Treasurer. The total amount received by him this 
year is $58,338.16. He has paid out $54,288.79, and has on 
hand $4,049.37. The counties making returns to the Treasurer 
are Allen, Ellsworth, Greenwood, Neosho, Marshall, Osage, 
Ottawa, Pottawatoniie, Riley and Miami,—ten. There are fifty- 
seven counties in the State having municipal bonds, either of the 
county or of a city or town within the county. This fact shows 
that the municipalities pay their interest now as "they did before 
this law was enacted. The law undertook to makéa change in 
the manner of paying interest, and it is not surprising that its 
provisions were disregarded. Had it been obeyed, part of the 
-interest would have been paid as before and part through the 
Treasurer. 


AMOUNT AND RATE OF TAXATION. 

The County Clerk shall, on or before the first day of November, in each 
year, transinit to the Auditor of State a statement showing the total amount 
of taxes levied in his county, for all purposes, in such year, and the rate per 
cent; and the Auditor shall include the same in his annual SE — Laws 
of 1868, pg 1044, Sec. 75. 

A blank was printed two months ago and sent to each 
County Clerk. The only responses are given below. There is 
hardly any list of facts to be obtained more valuable than those 
asked for inthelaw above quoted. We ought to know the whole 
amount of taxes levied each year, and the rate per cent. for the 
counties, and the State. The average rate of the thirty-five 
counties here given is three and seven-tenths. The valuation of 
the State is $125,684,176; taking this rate, the’ amount levied in 
taxes this year is $4,650,313:

SCHOOL LAND ACCOUNT. 

The School Land Records I found in a very bad condition. A 
great deal of intelligent and conscientious labor has been given 
to this branch of work, one of my assistants having devoted a 
large part of his time to it. The County Clerks have cheerfully 
and efficiently co-operated, and in two instances,—Sedgwick and 
Bourbon Counties—have made a new transcript of all the sales 
made from the beginning up to date. The large amount due 
from County Treasurers, $61,327.81, ought to be collected, though 
suits have to be brought to compel payment. In some instances 
this money is in the hands of ex-Treasurers who have been out 
of office for years. : 

On page 36 of School Laws for 1873, will be found the fol- 
lowing provision : 

“Src. 122. The Treasurers of the several counties shall pay over, semi- 
. annually, to the Treasurer of the State, the amount received in their counties 


from the sale of school land, taking receipts therefor, which, when indorsed 
by the Auditor of State, shall be presented to the clerk of his county, who 


shall credit him with the amount of the same; and any Treasurer failing so ' 


to do, shall be liable in double the amount not paid over, on his official bond, 
£o be recovered by action in the district court, in the name of the State of 
Kansas." 

This law was evidently intended to mean something, and the 
time has arrived to vigorously execute it.

NOTE TO PAGE 27.—The following 1s copied from a Madison (Wisconsin) letter in the 
Chicago Tribune: 


* Under existing laws the railroads pay an annual license of three per cent. on gross 
earrings. An effort was made last winter to raise this to 5 per cent., but it was resisted 
and defeated, as too burdensome on these corporations. The aggregate amount of the 
gross earnings reported by all of the companies operating lines within this State, for 
the year ending December 31, 1872, was $8,595,518.36; yielding in revenue to the State, 
at 3 per cent. the amount of $257,865.55. The Secretary, by calculation on three differ- 
ent bases: 1, by taking the actual cost of the roads and equipments; or, 2, by adding to 
the total indebtedness of the roads the aggregate market or quoted value of their 
stocks; or, 3, by taking an amount the interest of which, at 7 per cent., or any other 
assumed rate, would produce a sum equal to the net earnings, shows that, applying the 
rate of 2.23 per cent. which, by returns from forty-seven counties of the State, is found 
to be the average aggregate rate of taxation for all purposes, from State to road taxes, 
on other property, railroads should pay much more than they do now. The total revenue 
which would accrue to the State by averaging the results of the three different bases of 
calculation would be $1,018,375.52, which is 11.79 per cent. of the gross earnings. The 
Secretary says: ‘If this amount were annually paid into the State treasury, it would be 
more than sufficient to defray all of the expenses of the State government, including the penal 
and all the charitable institutions ;’ and makes the following suggestion, which is com- 
mended to the attention of anti-monopolists, reformers and friends of equal taxation: 

‘Tt is, therefore, recommended that a law be enacted making it the duty of the State 
Board of Assessment to assess annually all railroad property lying within this State 
according to the same rule that other property is now assessed ; and providing that the Secre- 
tary of State shall annually ascertain the rate of taxation paid by other property, and 
shall levy the same rate upon the assessed valuation of railroad property so determined 
by said board ; and providing further, that the amount of the-tax so determined shall be 
paid into the State treasury. " 
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
